and union miners must reach headquarters between the 10th 
and 15th of the present month. It will be at least two weeks 
later before the vote can be tabulated. 


The year just ending haw been an especially bad one for 


business of all kinds. 
Thin iw especially true oi; the soft coal 


industry in all the coal producing states of the union. Over 
one hundred thousand mine workers have been out of a job 
the greater part of a year, and several hundred thousand others 
have worked on an average oC two or three days per week. 
It is litfle wonder that, under 1hese conditions, great distress 
prevails, thousands of families are near starvation. 
It/' seems 


incredible that men would strike under such conditions, but 
the unexpected happens .sometimcu. Napoleon, on one of his 
memorable campaigns, said his soldiers marched on their 
stomachs1, implying that they must needs be well fed, and they 
were, judging from the splendid account they gave of them* 
.selves on many a'hard-foiitfht battlefield. The American miner, 
fiom the iiriturc ot his calling;, is brirve to the point of reckless- 
ness. Every day he enters the mine he faces danger and death 
in many forms. 
The small matter of a strike, extending over 


a period of months, has little teiror for him. He can march 
faster and fight harder on a diet consisting- of a combination 
of oat meal, bean soup and "wind pudding" (principally the 
Litter) than any other class we know of. He has had it dinned 
in his ears all of his lifo by the professional labor leaders that 
the "stake'' weapon fa the only worthwhile method thakshould 
Ije employed in enforcing his demands. 
He should have 


learned Jong since from dearly bought experience that a strike 
or a locLoulT)ievcr has, or never can settle any matter in dispute 
between capital and labor.
